< } Although the population of the town is 
: small and the assessment roll will not be 
very large it is to be hoped that the electors 
will estimate at its true value the trust 
which they are about to place in the hands 
of seven of their fellow citizens. Population 
and assessment are not the only standards 
of importance regarding « town, Tncorpera- 
tion did) not become a fact on account of 
what Edmonton is, so much as on account 
of what itis to be. Itis nota result of the 
development that has occurred—wonderful 
though that is, all things considered—so 
much as a step towards still further develop- 
ment. It wasfelt thata crises had been 
reached in the affairs of the town in which 
so many have sunk 80 much of their capital 
of time and energy and money, and that 
united action from this time forward had he— 
come a necessity if what had been gamed or 
made was to be preserved, To stand still 
was impossible. There were too wany ad- 
verse forees at work. We mnst cithergo 
forward or be pulled back. Therefore in 
order that we might go forward,and thereby 
resist being pulled back, the decision to in- 
corporate the town was reached. Now 
whether we shall go forward or not depends 
very greatly on the men sitting in the first 
council. A few yeurs hence it will matter 
little what inanner of men.they are who sit 
in the conncil, but now our whole future 
depends on the sound judgment of the men 
about to be elected. They must be enter- 
prising and yet economical, bold yet careful, 
ready to seize an opportunity and vet avoid- 
ing unduly discounting the future. While 
looking out for appearances, looking ontmore 
carefully for extravagance; remembering 
that a heavy burden of debt is the greatest 
drawback to any town. Conimerce and 
inanufacturers are what we look to to make 
Edmonton, To assist their development in 
every reasonable way should be the first 
care of the first council. If we, ean keep the 
lead we have in these particulars for the 
next year or two the future of Edmonton is 
assured, This will be the work of the hew 
council andthere is no reason why they 
should not be snecessful, or that Edmonton 
should{not be in ajvery few years, as nature 
plainly intended, the leading city in the 
Northwest, [tis to be hoped that the elee 
tors will chose mon whom they§know and 
who have adeep aterial interest in the 
welfare of the place, When offiees are to be 
* distributed or money to be spent the people 
are often surprived to flud that they have so 
many friends, and to know how many mon 
have as many different schemes to ensure 
prosperity for all. In considering the meortns

NORTHWEST ESTIMATES. 

The following is a statement of the expect» 
ed revenue and expenditure of the Northwest 
covernment for the half year from January 
ist, 1892, to July Ist, 1892. The reason that 


estimates are submitted for only a half year | 


is that the larger part of the Northwest yov- 
ernment revenue is derived from the vote of 
parliament whieh extends from June 80th 
of 1891 to June 30th of 1892. As the parlia- 
mentary vote is nota fixed amount it vould 
not be known what the amount to be granted 
by the parliament which will sit in February 
for the year following June 80th, 1892, would 
be, and therefore it was fimpossibie to esti- 
mate concerning it, The reason that the 
estimates did not include the sums expended 
during the half year from June 30th, [891, to 
December 8Ist, 1891, was thatup to Decem- 
ber 81st the expenditure had been made on 
the responsibility ofthe liettunant-governor 
independent of the assembly. With the new 
year a new order of things was entered upon 
and the nouse through its executive commit- 
tee become responsible for all expenditures.
